nate Natchez, the Prench did not propert 
appreciate their motivef, and the honest ef- 
fusions of native benevolence, were attri- 
buted to duplicity, or cowardice. It is not 
intended here, to detail the wrongs of that 
trace who were distinguished, above every 
othef within the limits of Northern Amer- 
ica, for the refiaement.of their manoers, the 
gentleness of their disposition, the chivalric 
oharacter of their courage, and the unsus- 
pecting hospitality, which resulted frem this 
felicitous combination of moral virtues. 
It is sufficient, in the progress of our story, 
to recal to the reader the unsparing acts of 
insult and oppression, which latterly char- 
acterized the French, and the vindictive spir- 
it whicli the Indian, driven to desperation, 
would naturally exhibit. 
A young man, whose father bere a com- 
mission in the service of the French King, 
had accompanied him to America, at a pe- 
riod when the best intelligence existed be- 
tween the natives, and the emigrant stran- 
gers.
